WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.— Bulgari­ 
an acceptance of the Allied conditions 
spells the end of Teuton dream s in 
the Near East, military and diplomat­ 
ic authorities agreed today.

The Danube front will be re-estab­

Rumania, freed by Bulgaria’s cessa­ 
tion from hostilities, undoubtedly will 
resume hostilities, Turkey will

and Austria may expect a direct blow. 
That Bulgaria will include

sep­ 
arate peace as a supplement to the 
armistice is taken for granted. 
The 
State Department and Allied govern­ 
ments have evidence 
which 
proves 
there is no “stalling” about this situa­ 
tion. 
Bulgarian Minister Panaretoff was 
shown the United Press dispatch re­ 
garding the signing of the Bulgarian 
armistice this morning and 
shortly 
afterward left for a conference with 
Secretary of State Lansing 
at

-State Department. 
Bulgaria’s chief concern now is to 
have the final territorial adjustment 
left to the American-Allied peace ta­ 
ble but whether or not this Is grant­ 
ed, it is held certain that the signing 
of the armistice means the effective 
elimination of the Bulgars from the 
eastern battle.

The next great news from the east 
is expected to be that Turkey has 
followed the lead of Bulgaria and Is 
seeking to drop out of the struggle

Tile fact stands out clear that it is not beer 
alone that the American people condemn, hut also, 
and maybe more so, the makers of beer. lf the brew­ 
ery business had been kept clean, it might not have 
been overwhelmed, even in war time, by this wave 
of prohibition, which is half economic and half moral.

home for a tim e in Xenia. In 1842 he 
moved to Cedarville, Ohio, with his 
family, where he spent the rem ainder 
of his life. 
The m arriage of Susan Howell Os­ 
born to David M. Burns took place at 
Cedarville, Ohio, May 30, 1860. 
Three children were born in their 
home, Colgan W„ Dora and Elmer B 
The 
beloved 
daughter, 
Dora, died 
Nov. 16, 1884. 
In the summer of 1888 they moved 
to California, settling in Santa Ana, 
where they became officially associat­ 
ed 
with 
the 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
church, and greatly regarded for their 
loyal devotion to all Its interests. 
Mrs. Susan H. Burns trium phantly 
passed from earth to her heavenly 
home Sept. 26, 1918, with family loved 
ones at her bedside. 
Thus ended a 
life filled with good w orkhand espe­ 
cially fragrant with loving m inistra­ 
tions to the sick and needy.

The explosion of a big shell in a 
trench near him. sent him to the base 
hospital in June after he had been on 
the front line since the first of the 
year. 
He was two months recovering 
from the shock to his brain, his letter 
says, and also hints that he may not 
) he deemed fit to again return to the 
trenches. 
Before the incident which 
put hint out of commission, ho was 
buried in the trenches three times. 
His letter follows: 
“McPherson, Ga., Sept. 16, 1918. 
“Dear Brother and All: 
“Received your letter and order to­ 
day, so ain going to 
answer 
right 
away. You see I have plenty of time 
now. 
So you want to know what is 
what? 
“I lit in the front the first of the 
year and stayed there until June. 
I 
saw a bunch in the meantime. I have 
had the privilege 
of

buried 
three times and, well, when one big 
Howitzer Baby stopped in the trench 
beside me it just put me out of busi­ 
ness for a while but I never got any 
pieces of the damn thing, although it 
was h—I. 
Say, I have seen lots of 
things,

thought of before. 
Well, I was 
just 
half off for about two 
months 
and 
have been in the hospital since June. 
I am going to try and get a lay-off 
soon if I can. 
I may be discharged, 
but do not know.

Pacific, fast boats both of them. Didn’t 
see any bubs.

RESOLVED, th at eYety bink 
should provide tionftpicuoucly located 
and decorated booths or Windows, ad­ 
equately served by cleeks, for receiv­ 
ing subscriptions and furnishing in­ 
formation during the Fourth Liberty 
Loan campaign. 
III. RESOLVED, that banks should 
encourage and Invite loans to subscrib­ 
ers, to be secured by bonds of the 
Fouth Liberty Loan up to 90 per cent 
of the par value of such bonds; that 
these loans should mature ninety days 
after their date and bear the same 
rate of interest borne by the bonds;
